Well, I 
think we have arranged matters so that banks 
and capitalists who hold our papers will be 
the principal creditors, I don’t think many 
poor people will suffer or that any other house 
will be carried under, As soon as we saw that 
collapse was unavoidable we began closing 
out our contracts for customers who had open 
accounts with us, and today I don’t believe we 
have any unsettled contract on either the Cot- 
ton or Consolidated Exchange and nothing 
of any account in the Produce or Coffee Ex- 
change. I hope and think, asI have said, 
that our creditors are for the most part those 
who can best bear the loss. 

It is not true that the suicide of Theodore

executed. very large grain orders here on 
either side of the market, a fact that excited 
no comment, as most of the other foreign 
houses have been keeping pretty quiet. 

Opinions among provision brokers differed 
but little as to what would be the effect on the 
lard and pork markets of New York and 
Chicago of the failure. Two years ago Saw- 
yer, Wallace & Co. managed the big pork 
deal, and they have for years done a large 
commission business in lard and pork, both 
options and spot stuff. : 

The general opinion was that the failure

the committee. If the public should happen 
to dissent, it can comfort itself by recalling a 
famous remark by Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt.

In pursuance of this idea of secrecy the 
committee met this morning in a storeroom 
on the third floor of a flat building at No. 240 
Fifth avenue for the inspection of plans sub- 
mitted by five architects who had been in- 
vited to compete. 

The committee has decided to put up a me- 
morial building rather than a monument. 
The public competition for $8,000 in prizes 
last year resulted in a lot of Bunker Hill mon- 
uments and soda-water fountain designs from 
second-class men. The committee paid for 
them, but couldn’t use them. This year it 
has adopted a different mode of procedure. 


The members went around and invited half a 


dozen first-class architects to compote, ex- 
plaining that they wanted a memorial build- 
ing which should be an artistic credit to the 
city and should provide at thé same time 
space for a Grant Memorial Library, Grant 
relics, and the like. They specified that the 
monument should not cost more than $500,000. 
All the five plans provide for buildings that 
would be creditable, and none was thrown out 
as unsuitable. 


This question of expenses was discussed at 


considerable length. The committee desires, 
if possible, to get a design which will not re- 
quire an immediate outlay of $500,000, but of 
which the main structure can be put up at 
once for, say, half that sum, leaving the artis- 
tic ornamental features to be added more 
slowly as the funds come in. The advantage 
of this method is that it would tend to stop 
the clamor for the removal of Grant’s body 
from New York, and at thé same time would 
not involve the committee in too precipitate 
and painful a skirmish for subscriptions. A 
decisive meeting will be held tomorrow. The 
committee has $44,000 on hand and wants 
$500,000. The members had a consultation 
Wednesday with R. B. De Frece, the great 
hustler for charity fairs. Mr. De Frece has a 
plan that he thinks will raise the money.

MRS. LESLIE FEARS THE WORST. 
Dreadfally Afraid That Gore Will Be 
Spilled on Her Account. 

New York, Sept. 4.—|Special.]—A cable 
dispatch from London gives the intelligence 
that the Marquis de Leuville left that city 
yesterday for Boulogne with the fell purpose 
of fighting a duel with, a French newspaper 
correspondent today. 

A reporter called on Mrs. Leslie today and 
showed her the dispatch referred to. She 
read it with evident emotion and said that she 
had no private information of the affair. At 
the same time she thought it highly probable 
that the facts stated in the dispatch were true 
and was confirmed in her belief by her knowl- 
edge of the Marquis de Leuville's character.

The reporter ventured to inquire how it 
could be in Mrs. Leslie’s power to prevent the 
threatened calamity, and she replied: “I 
might have cabled him entreating him 


not to fight. I simcerely regret all that 


I have. made him suffer, and I would 
do all in my power to save him from 
harm or unhappiness. 1 might have 
cabled him when I first heard of this dreadful 
affair, but my past experience has taught me 
that the dispatch would be given to the press, 
and I dread further notoriety in the matter.“

TWO SENATORS AT FAULT. 

The movement to establish commercial 
reciprocity between this country and the trop- 
ical nations to the south of us is meeting with 
opposition in what shdtild be the house of its 
friends. If Senator Evarts be fairly reported 
his speech of Wednesday was a weak and fool- 
ish attack on the proposition for which it us 
difficult to assign an adequate motive. He 
said that 1f Brazil should give to the United 
States any better terms than she gave to Great 
Britain the latter could, under the favored 
nation clause of her treaty, object so forcibly 
that the plea of ours being a non-competing 
Nation would be of little avail.” It may be 
asked of the Senator what there is in the 
proposition that England could justly object 
to, What does the United States want of 
Brazil under the reciprocity agreement that 
need cause annoyance to the British states- 
man? We ask Brazil to remove her 
taxes on our flour and provisions, which are 
very heavy, comprising both National and 
State imposta, which together average fully 
as much as the cost of the property in New 
York, The abolition of these duties could 
not furnish occasion to England to charge 
that we are cutting her out of a market for 
her breadstuffs, beef, mutton, butter, cheese, 
lard, or petroleum in Brazil. England has not 
only none of these things to spare for export 
but is buying them herself, being a competi- 
tor with other nations for the surplus of the 
United States, and the largest competitor of 
all. Consequently it would amount to noth- 
ing with England if we could obtain . from 
Brazil the removal of all the taxes she now 
levies on imports of our food products. 

It is strange that a man with such a reputa- 
tion for wisdom, erudition, and statesmanship 
as is enjoyed by Senator Evarts should not 
know enough to keep him from committing 


himself to opposing Western interests by so 
foolish an objection. Possibly he may seek 


to justify the attack by claiming that it is 


sought to include some manufactured articles 


for which ‘the people of the United States 
want an open market in South America. But 
to this it may be answered that if we do the 
articles are mostly such as are non-competi- 
tive with the manufactures Of Great Britain, 
and which her merchants are rather buying 
from us than sending to Brazil. We are mak- 
ing and sending thither agricultural imple- 
ments, and farm wagons, and sugar mills 
which are much better suited to the wants 
of that country than are those of. 
fered by England or any other nation. 
We have surely the right to offer to South 
America our electrical machinery and appli- 
ances, seeing that these are with us special- 
ties, being largely the result of inventive en- 
ergy. and enterprise on the part of our own 
people, and this country also takes the lead in 
the manufacture of rubber goods. At certain 
times, when conditions favor it, we sell large 
quantities of cotton goods to merchants in 
England, who act substantially as our agents 
in reselling them to other parts of the world 
to the extent of $10,000,000 or more in a single 
year, Brazil levies large taxes on all of these, 
and we have a perfect right to ask her to take 


them from us on equal terms in exchange for 


her coffee, sugar, and other tropical prod- 
uce. Surely there is in this nothing 
that interferes with the rights of other 
nations, nothing they <ould stoop to object to.

He entered the service and stuck to his 
colors till its close, losing a leg and reaching 
the rank of Colonel and Brevet Brig ailier- 
General. After filling the offices of City So- 
licitor of Cincinnati and Probate Judge of 
Hamilton County he was, in 1871, elected 
Governor of Ohio and served with credit, but 
was defeated for reélection by the aged Will- 


dent he sent Gov. Noyes to Paris as Minister. 
There he spent his salary and all his private 
means in trying to live as befitted an Amer- 
ican Minister, but finally gave up the attempt 
in disgust, resigned, came home, and returned 
to the law. After that, busied in the effort to 
recruit his crippled fortunes, he kept out of 
politics, and his name, once so familiar, has 
been rarely mentioned. While not a brilliant 
man or a great lawyer, his integrity and his 
steady devotion to what he deemed to be the 
best interests of the country made his life a 
more useful one than that of many a person 
who was intellectually his superior.
